REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HMLTH 

ON  THE  SAMITARY  CONDITION  OF 

SCARBOROUGH  RURAL  PI  STRICT, 


Although  the  area  of  Scarborough  Rural  District  is 
59>268  acres,  comparatively  little  of  this  is  cultivated  land, 
forest  and  moor  occupying  most  of  it.  Gradually  more 
afforestation  is  taking  place  under  the  .forestry  Department  of  the 
Board  c"  Agriculture. 

The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1957  is  6,763, 
an  increase  of  72  on  I936  -  just  half  of  the  increase  1935  to  193d. 
This  population  gives  a  density  of  only  8*7  persons  to  the  acre. 

The  rateable  value  is  £3,632  ana  a  penny  rate  yields 

£128.  15.  11. 

The  residents  are  situated  chiefly  in  some  ten  villages, 
the  remainder  being  thinly  scattered  over  the  district. 

Apart  from  agriculture,  there  is  no  number  of  people 
engaged  in  any  one  trade.  At  one  time  or  another  during  the  j^'ear, 

a  considerable  number  of  men  are  engaged  in  roau  v^ork  for  the 
County  Council.  The  average  wage  of  these  men  is  higher  than 
that  of  the  agricultural  labourer  -  one  of  the  circumstances  that 
takes  men  from  farm  v/ork.  An  event  of  the  year  affect:^’ ng  rhe 
social  position  of  the  labourer,  is  the  introduction  of  the  Act 
bringing  agricultural  Vvorkers  into  the  benefits  of  the 
Unemployment  Act. 

DEATHS o  According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  return 

the  deaths  of  4.1  males  and  53  females  belonging  to  the  district 
were  registered.  This  differs  considerably  from  the  figures 
given  me  locally.  According  to  these  returns  72  persons’s 
deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  and  26  of  persons  belonging  to 
it  v7ho  died  outside,  in  the  hospital,  in  the  Public  Assistance 
Infirmary  and  other  places.  This  gives  a  totoxl  of  98  as  compared 
vfith  the  Registrar  General’s  94,  making  a  difference  in  the  Death- 
rate  of  14*6  in  one  case  ana  15-6  in  the  other.  Of  these  deaths 

mo  less  than  24  men  and  28  women  females  were  over  65  years  of  age. 
Four  men  were  over  80,  one  90  9-dd  nine  women  over  80  and  two  ninecy- 
The  death  rate  for  England  ana  Wales  was  12*4.  A  table  showing 
the  causes  of  death  is  given  at  the  end.  The  principal  causes 

were  three  cases  of  Cancer  in  men  ana  12  in  wome'u.  Heart 
disease  accounted  for  nine  and  ten  respectively,  v'hile  seven  (two 
men  and  five  v;omen  diec.  from  pneumonia.  One  man  and  tv/o  female.'-' 
died  of  tubercular  disease.  There  is  no  diminution  of  deaths 
from  Cancer  but  tubercle  accounts  for  only  three.  It  is  to 

be  noted  there  vms  no  maternal  mortality  nor  was  any  case  of 
puerperal  sepsis  notified. 

BIRTHS.  The  total  number  of  births  in  the  district 
during  the  year  \ras  97  -  males  and  53  females  -  ten  less  than 
last  year.  The  birth  rate  consec.uently  has  fallen  from  15 "99 
last  year  to  14.34.  That  for  the  whole  count.ry  is  14.9*  Two 
of  the  chilaren  of  each  sex  w.'ere  illegitimate  and  one  m.ale  and  one 
female  were  stillborn. 

Of  these  chilaren,  seven  aie.t  before  reaching  the  age 
of  one  year,  giving  an  infantile  aeath  rate  of  72.18  per  1000 
children  born.  This  is  much  higher  than  for  several  years  past  - 

four  times  that  of  1936.  Six  of  the  deaths  are  due  to 

premature  birth  or  difficulty  of  parturition.

INFECTIOUS  JDISEASE.  Notific£*.tions  v.ere  received  of  l6 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Diphtherlja,  4  of  Pneumonia  and  3  of 
Erysipelas.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  scattered  over  the  whole 
area.  One  aeath  of  a  child  belonging  to  the  district  occurred  in 
Scarborough  and  if  Influenza  is  to  be  considered  an  infectious 
disease, the  total  aue  to  that  cause  vould  be  5. 

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  Scarborough  Corporation 
through  which  the  Rural  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Urban  district 
sanatorium^  but  for  some  time  our  cases  have  haa  to  be  sent  to 
Driffield  or  Bridlington  as  there  was  no  accommodation  at  Scarborough. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Hackness  school  children 
suffered  extensively  from  Measles  and  Influenza,  necessitating  the 
closing  of  the  school  for  a  short  period.  About  the  same  time 
Burniston  school  too  was  closed  for  a  mixed  epidemic  of  Measles  and 
Chickenpox.  Later  in  the  year  Brompton  children  suffered  from 
Measles,  and  Cloughton  from  Chickenpox.  Seamer,  Hutton  Buscel, 
V'Ykeham,  Snainton  and  Cayton  had  slight  epidemics  of  various 
ailments. 


V^ATER  SUPPLIES.  The  Typhoid  outbreak  at  Croydon  and 
earlier  at  Malton  has  directed  public  attention  to  water  supp].ies. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  our  sources.  All  the  villages 

have  now  a  water  supply.  That  of  Burniston  ane  Cloughton  is  not 
quite  satisfactory.  I  reported  last  year  that  a  nevv'  scheme  v/as 
being  considered  but  no  progress  has  been  made.  Alternative 
schemes  to  get  a  supply  from  Scarborough  or  Scalby  have  been  brought 
forw'ard,  but  none  of  them  have  yet  been  adopted.  The  matter  is 
still  the  object  of  corrc^spondence  and  consideration.  An 
extension  of  Snainton  supply  to  the  farms  in  the  Carr  to  the  south 

has  been  carried  out,  ^^.6  yards  of  3"?  93^  yarns  of  2”,  2856  yards  of 

ll",  1190  yards  of  1"  and  917  yards  of  'laid. 

Boo  yards  of  2"  have  also  been  laid  to  properties  in  Lingnclme  Lane. 

SE^yERS .  Sewerage  is  difficult  to  deal  with  in  the  flat 
lying  lands  of  the  district.  Nearly  all  the  new  houses  have  their 
drainage  dealt  v.dth  in  septic  tanks,  the  effluent  from  which  can  be 
disposed  of.  Where  there  are  cesspools,  these  are  inspected  and 
kept  in  good  condition.  From  Seamer  and  Irton  it  goes  into  the 
dykes  below", which  are  kept  clean  by  the  Muston  &  Yedingham  Drainage 
Board  under  Contract  with  the  Council.  At  Wykeham  20  yards  of 
12”  sewer  have  been  laid  and  42  yards  of  15”  below  the  village. 

100  yards  of  6"  sewers  have  been  laid  at  Ravenscar.  A  reference  to 
the  vvork  done  by  Mr.  Foulkes  amplifies  the  changes  in  the  drainage 
system. 


SCAVENGING.  The  systematic  collection  of  house  refuse 
is  still  continued  in  the  parishes  of  Cayton,  Seamer  and  East  and 
’•"est  Ayton,  v;here  373  motor  loads  (about  700  tons)  w^ere  collected  and 
disposed  of  in  the  Council’s  tip  at  West  Ayton. 

At  the  request  of  some  of  the  ratepayers  of  Cloughton,  the 
Council  have  been  trying  to  acQul'»'e  a  tip  in  some  of  the  old  ouarries 
on  the  land  owned  by  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  but  hitherto  without 
success. 


MILK  SUPPLIES.  During  the  year  I  have  had  many  analyses 
of  milk  samples  sent  me  by  Scarborough  Health  department.  They  are 
all^a  great  improvement  on  previous  years,  most  of  them  even  from 
ordinary  producers,  being  of  accredited  stanaard.  In  only  one 
instance  have  I  found  it  necessary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
producer  to  the  condition  of  the  milk.  Cov:sheds  and  dairies  have 
been  freouently  inspcted  as  v'ill  be  seen  from  the  Inspector’ s 
schecule  of  v"ork  done. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.  The  register  contains  2/1  entries. 
These  are  mostly  inspections  made  at  irregular  intervals.  I  have 
to  report  continuea  urogress  in  cleanl-’ness  of  shoos  and  handling 
of  meat.  Ds  a  --ule  regulation.;,  are  carried  out,  only  two  or

three  complaints  having  to  be  made. 

The  carcases  of  206  cattle  and  calves  were  examined^590  sheep 
and  197  pigs.  Of  course  this  is  very  much  less  than  the  total 
of  animals  slaughtered^  probably  about  30^*  Special  visits  were 
made  to  inspect  carcases  on  32  occasions  -  not  so  many  as  on 
previous  years  -  when  14  sheep,  I3  beasts  and  calves  and  3  pigs  were 
seen.  Of  these,  5  sheep  vvere  not  passed  for  food;  4  beasts  or 
calves  vrere  wholly  condemned  and  5  in  part,  and  one  pig  in  part. 
Sometimes  a  carcase  though  not  diseased  may  not  be  fit  for  sale 
in  whi.ch  case  it  is  returned  to  the  owmer. 

The  system  introduced  last  year  of  returning  postaards 
to  me  to  show  how  condemned  meat  is  disposea  of,  has  worked  very 
well.  Mr.  Foulkes  inspects  the  slaughter  houses  frequently  and 
on  every  occasion  of  my  meat  inspections,  I  see  the  slaughter  houses 
and  call  attention  to  their  condition,  if  not  quite  satisfactory. 

CAMPS.  Mr.  Foulkes  has  inspected  various  camps  in  the 
district  on  141  occasions.  Fvery  time  I  am  near  a  camp,  or  if 
I  notice  tents  in  a  field,  I  too  ascertain  if  regulations  are 
being  adhered  to.  On  the  whole,  the  state  of  the  camping  grounds 

is  very  much  improved.  The  Council  has  adopted  a  new’  set  of 

Byelav/s  applying  to  Camps. 

At  one  time  it  appeared  that  camps  might  be  done  away  with 

but  ow'ing  to  the  present  movement  to  keep  ”flt”  we  are  advised 

by  the  Ministry  to  be  rather  more  lax  in  our  interpretation  of  the 
Byelaw^s.  Under  the  new  regulations  all  camping  grounds  must 

be  registered. 

YiUth  so  many  people  coming  from  all  parts  to  these 
camps  there  is  a  considerable  risk  of  infectious  disease  being 
introduced.  Every  year  there  are  cases.  This  year  a  boy 
suffering  from  sore  throat  w;as  allowed  to  leave  home.  It  turned 
out  to  be  a  case  of  Diphtheria.  Either to  I  have  managed  to  get 

these  cases  sent  to  their  home  isolation  hospital  ,  but  really  it 

devolves  on  the  Health  Authority  where  the  case  is  notified  to 
provide  accommodationfor  them.  In  this  case  I  had  difficulty  in 
getting  the  boy's  vSanitary  Authority  to  admit  the  case  to  their 
hospital,  Maturally  the  patient's  relations  desire  to  have 
him  as  near  them  as  possible  ana  are  alw'ays  anxious  to  have  him  in 
their  home  hospital  and  so  one  tries,  if  possible,  to  send  him  there, 

HOUSING .  During  the  year  w-e  have  been  dealing  wuth  tv/o 
classes  of  new  houses.  Unaer  the  Slum  Clearance  part  of  the 
Housing  Act,  12  demolition  orders  have  been  issued.  Others 
had  been  issued  previously  ana  to  meet  this  need,  25  new-  houses 
have  been  built.  The  other  Class  is  those  houses  required  to 

meet  cases  of  overcrowvding  ,  This  came  up  late  in  the  year  and  only 
one  new  house  v/as  built  in  1937  to  meet  a  case,  but  plans  are  in 
preparation  to  build  24  houses  for  this  purpose.  Some  of  these 

wall  be  oT  a  size  to  accommodate  large  families. 

With  increasing  families  and  children  growung  up  in 
houses  that  were  not  overcrov/ded  ’.when  the  report  was  made,  fresh 
cases  are  continually  occurring. 

The  accompanying  forms  show  all  the  work  aone  during 
the  year  both  as  to  nevj  and  existing  houses; 

WORKSHOPS  &  FACTORIES.  There  are  really  no 
works  or  factories  of  any  size  in  the  district.  Such  as  there 
are  have  been  auly  inspected  and  reported  on.

SCAVENGING. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Seamer,  East  and  rest  Ayton,  Irton 
and  Cayton^  where  a  proper  scavenging  scheme  is  in  force, 

373  motor  loads  of  refuse  'rere  removed  and  deposited  at  the 
Council’ s  tip. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  extension  to  properties  to  the  South  of  Snainton 
has  been  completed  and  the  amounts  of  pipes  laid  were  as 
follows:- 

946  yaras  of  3”?  921  yards  of  2",  2856  yards  of  ij”,  II90  yaru 
of  1”  and  917  yards  of  J” . 

Also  800  yards  of  2”  mains  have  been  laid  to  the 
properties  down  Llngholme  Lane. 

SEWERS. 

20  yards  of  12”  sewer  have  been  laid  at  Wykeham  and 
42  yards  of  15”  sevrer  have  also  been  laid  to  the  South  of 
V’’ykeham  Pari  sh . 

100  yards  of  6”  sevrer  have  been  laid  at  Ravenscar. 

HOUSING. 

26  houses  have  been  built  curing  the  year,  25  of  which 
were  for  persons  displaced  by  Lemolitlon  Orders  and  1  for 
persons  removed  under  the  Overcrow^ding  Act. 
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
